Mr. Woodson’s followers, a grou p 
of fifty in his congregation of 6 00 
left the chu rch only after Ralph 
Lazier, representative in congress, 
presented an appeal on behalf of 
the children.

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INSURRECTION IN BRAZIL 


The seed of revolution appears to be 
ij^erminating everywhere in South Amer­ 
ica. 
Brazil is the latest of the Latin re­ 
publics to be facing insurrection. 
North­ 
ern and southern sections are arrayed in 
embittered 
conflict. 
A threat *of 
civil 
warfare is recognized by the government 
which is moving large forces to put down 
the revolt. 
Brazilian states have wide 
rights. 
They maintain their own military. 
The government is a federation of states 
conceding powers to federal authorities. 
In the latest election precedent was violat­ 
ed, the president coming from the same 
state as the retiring president. 
Custom 
has been to have presidents come from 
the states in turn. 
The gravity of the Brazilian situation is 
reflected in the government’s requisition 
of all supplies 
and 
the 
closing of the 
banks in Rio de Jareiro until October 21. 
Foreign officials fear that damage will be 
done to the investments of their nation­ 
als. 
American railroads and other enter­ 
prises have been attacked. 
The federal 
government asserts that the rebels will be 
subdued in short order, but reports indi­ 
cate that the insurrection is too wide­ 
spread to be composed in a few days. The 
states are insisting on their rights, and 
their powers are real. 
Peru, Bolivia and Argentina have over­ 
thrown 
their 
governments. 
Chile 
has 
been through an alarum. 
Now Brazil is 
on edge of civil warfare. 
After years of 
seeming stability it is heading into the 
storminess that used to characterize Bra­ 
zilians. 
Dom f edro abdicated in October, 
189 1, and a republic was formed. 
Two 
years later a revolutibn in favor of the 
royal family broke out. 
Admiral Mello 
and Admiral Da Gama were leaders of 
the army and 
navy 
officers 
favoring 
restoration of the monarchy. 
On the plea 
of protecting American interests Commo­ 
dore Benham fired on the insurgent fleet. 
Thus the United States had a hand in 
saving the republic of Brazil. 
The United States at this time is an on­ 
looker, pursuing a hands-off policy, but is 
mindful for safety of Americans there. 
The situation on the South American con­ 
tinent is by no means comfortable.

When the ex cavations of political gov­ 
ernment become too oppressive the peo­ 
ple of the Latin-American countries have 
a salutary habit of chasing their rulers 
into the bush or presenting them with a 
one-way ticket on some steamship out- 
w’ard bound to a distant port. 
In flush 
times, w'hen the political overhead charg­ 
es bear lightly on the mass of the popula­ 
tion, this practice is indulged in only in 
cases of ex traordinary provocation. 
In 
times w'hen the economic shoe pinches the 
underlying population is more ex plosive. 
Thus, during the past few months, there 
have been upheavals in half a dozen of 
these states, including the double-barrel­ 
ed revolt in Argentina recently. 
Our newspapers are w^ont to poke fun 
at this political technique of our neigh­ 
bors to the south, but it has its points. The 
informal 
direct-action method cuts red 
tape and delay, 
and 
usually 
makes a 
clean sweep 
of 
objectionable 
political 
scoundrels. 
As the Latin-Americans have 
worked it out, it is often less ex pensive 
and surer than an election. 
It is also 
much more effective drama. 
If the popu­ 
lace is rather shy on bread, it at least 
has the thrill of participating in the cir­ 
cuses. 
Of course, ex cept in rare cases, 
the new^ rascals are no improvement on 
the old, but in that respect the result is 
not essentially different from that of a 
formal election. 
In any case it is to be 
assumed that the new incumbents will be 
chastened for a period by the unpleasant 
fate of their predecessors, and that for a 
time the citizens will be able to sleep at 
night without fear that the politicians will 
steal the gold fillings from their teeth to 
sell to some Yankee banker.
